zed at $100,000,000. If this oil is sold at 5 cents a 
jarrel it will produce $1,000,000 a year. The writer 
ays that the most extravagant management the cost 
of maintenance and operation will not be over $100, 
ooo per year. This gives us the cost of oil in tank 
of one barf cent a barrel, or i-ioo cent a gallon. 
The cost of refining oil is not one-half cent agallon. 
[f the public bad developed the oil fields of Texas 
t would have invested $2,500,000 in well drilling, 
perhaps three times that much in pipe lines and re- 
fineries, and could have sold refined oil to its citi- 
zens at not over one cent a gallon, after adding the 
cost of transportation on publicly owned railroads. 
As it is, we are skinned for 12 to 20 cents a gallon 
for oil and gasoline to build up great monopolies, 
which the people themselves do not Hk€. No won- 
der we have millionaires and paupers.

MB. CLEVELAND'S SPEECH.

HILE The Journal does not endorse many of 
the opinions and some of the material ones ol 


the Montpelier (Vt.j Argus and Patriot, a staunch 
and reliable organ of the national Democracy, for 
the sake of the many truths contained in the fol- 
lowing article, we reproduce it in the firm convic- 
tion that no genuine Democrat will detract any 
thing from his loyalty to his party by its perusal.

Grover Cleveland has nol been in good favor 


%vith a large part of the Democratic party for some 
years 
His course in refusing to support the party 


that h.id supported him has been bitterly resented 
and Cleveland and his friends have not been wel- 
comed at Democratic gatherings. 
Bryan remains 


especially b'.tter and announces his purpose of try- 
ing to prevent the "Clevelandizing" of the Demo- 
cratic party. Cleveland realizes the situation and 
in a speech at the Tilden dinner in Mew York last 
week referred to his "contented retirement from po- 
litical activity," and added, "Petbaps there are 
those who would define my position as one of ban- 
ishment instead of retirement. Against this I shall 
not enter a protest. It is sufficient for me in either 
case, that I have followed in matters of difference 
within our party the teachings and counsel of the 
great Democrat, in whose name party peace and 
harmony are tonight invoked. No confession of 
party sin could therefore be expected of me. I 
have none to make; nor do I crave political absolu- 
tion. I am here to take counsel with others pro- 
fessing the same party faith, concerning the Demo- 
cratic situation." 


Mr. Cleveland really made a good speech the 


best he ever made, free from oracular declarations, 
and long sounding sentences 
We quote some por- 


tions of it below: 


In dealing with new issues we of Democratic 


faith are extremely fortunate in the simplicity of 
Democratic standards and the ease with which new 
questions can be measured by those standards. 
A 


party based upon care for the interests of all the 
people as their aggregate condition demands, with 
no unjust favoritism for any particular class; a par- 
ty devoted to the plan of popular government as 
our fathers ordained it and for the purposes which 
they sought to establish; a party whose conseiva- 
tism opposes dangerous and un-American experi- 
ments and >et puts no barrier in the way of genu- 
ine and safe progress, ought to be atle to deal with 
new questions in a manner quite consistent with 
Democratic doctrine, and stimulating to Democratic 
impulses and instincts. 


Let us not forget, however, that it is not in tbe 


search of new and gaudy issues, nor in the inter- 
pretation of strange visions that a strong and heal- 
thy Democracy displays its splendid power. 
An- 


other party may thrive on the ever shifting treat- 
ment of the ever shifting moods of popular restless- 
ness, or by an insincere play upon unreasoning pre- 
judice and selfish anticipation—but the Democratic 
party never. Democracy has already in store the 
doctrines for \\hich it fights its successful battles; 
and it will have them in store as long as the people 
are kept from their own, and just as long as their 
rights and interests are sacrificed by favoritism in 
government care,—by inequality in government 
burdens, by the encouragement of thuge industrial 
aggregations that throttle individual enterprises by 
the reckless waste ot public money, and by the 
greatest of all injuries, as it underlies nearly all 
others, a system of tariff taxation whose robbing 
exactions are far beyond the needs of economical 
and legitimate government expenditures, which 
purchases support by appeals to sordidness and 
greed aud which continually corrupts the public 
conscience." 


There are those who will object to his references 


to the recent past. Those of us who have followed 
the party have not believed it was mistaken, but if 
Mr. Cleveland thinks so he is entitled to say so. No 
one will dispute him when he says: 


"The Democratic harmony of which we hear so 


much cannot be effectively constructed by mathe- 
matical rule nor by a formal agreement on the part 
of those who ha'-e been divided, that there shall be 
harmony. It grows up naturally when true Dem- 
ocratic principles arc plainly announced, when 
Democratic purposes are honestly declared, and, 
when as a result of these, confidence and enthusi- 
asm stir the Democratic blood. It was such har- 
mony as this, growing out of such conditions which 
with the battle cry of "Tilden and Reform" gave us 
the Democratic victory of 1876 against odds great 
enough to discourage any but a harmonious democ- 
racy, and against an opposing force brazen and des- 
perate enough to take from us by downright rob- 
bery what the voters of the land gave to us." 


He says the days of his political activity are past, 


and they doubtless are. Such advice as he gives is 
requested, not proffered. 
His attitude is more rea- 


sonable, less proscriptivc, than it was a short time 
•go. 
We trust this is significant of thn general atti- 


tude of Democrats who have differed With each ottt- 
er, that the day of complete Democratic reunion, 
with resultant enthusiasm and victory, is close at 
hand.
